Mr. Seebohm, who is also a mem-

ately took the floor. He said he. felt 
t his duty to make a statement to 
council. The Aerial tmck delivered 
acre was net the truck bought by 
ouncil. 
It was not according to the 


model exhibited to council. 


This truck sent here is a surprise 


to me," said Mr. Seebohm. 
"It did 


not come up to my expectations. 
I 


have taken the catalogues of the 
company and find by comparing the 
righest catalogue prices for the vari- 
ous parts of the truck, that they all 
foot up about SI,700 or $1,800." Mr. 
Seebohm read a list of these articles 
and their catalogue prices and said 
mphatically that "council was being 
asked $1,000 too much for the wagon 
and he, for-one, was opposed to pay- 
ng it."

It 
provides for a lieutenant general and 
what is considered a sufficient increase 
of majors and brigadier generals to 
command an army 
of 
100,000 men, 


scattered from Porto Rico to Manilla. 


The force of artillery is reorganized, 


separating them in coast and iield ar- 
tillery, but promotion to be by senior- 
ity of the whole. A dec-rcasi? of the 
nlisted men is made so that the army 
can be increased by recruits in case of 
war to full strength. The cavalry is 
increased two regiments, the infantry 
five. 
Tile enlisted strength of an in- 


fantry company is not to exceed 145. 
so that in case of war new regiments 
would have to be formed, probably all 
of which would be volunteer, but the 
regular army would make a substan- 
tial first line. The bill provides for the 
three battalion formation.

corps are increased about 40 per cent,
